A bill to establish a State Bureau 
of Mines is shortly to be introduced 
into the Aiizona legislature 
A Bu ¬ 
reau 
of 
Mines 
was 
oiganized 
in 
connection 
with 
the University of 
Arizona 
College of Mines about a 
year ago 
through 
the 
munificence 
of Dr James Douglas 
of New York 
and there has been such an immense 
demand 
upon 
it that it has 
been 
found necessary to increse the scope 
There is an added incentive 
for 
establishing the Bureau of Mines as 
a State 
office at 
this 
time 
in that 
federal aid 
for mine 
experimental 
work 
to the extent 
of 
2500000 
annually 
has 
been 
practically 
as- 
sured

upon the establishment of a 
State bureau and the housing of the 
same 
It is the purpose of the State Bu ¬ 
reau of 
Mines 
to 
collect 
compile 
and publish 
statistics of
